HOW NAICRK TALKS. 


The subject about 
which 
a few 


thoughts were given in the JOURNAL 
yesterday may be b«tt»r understood 
by making a few more statements in^ 
general way. Change in relation and 
change in things Is imperative to pro- 
gress, RB there can be no progress 
without movement. There are not any 
of our readers who will not call to 
mind, upou mere suggestion, the many 
sayings there 
are 
connected with 


change in general affairs which illus- 
trate movement in business matters. 
When business has been quiet it is 
said wheii a change begins: Things are 
beginning to move a little. 


There are some movements in Dual- 


ness again that look as though there 
might be a change for the better. 
Easiness is moving. 
Property 
is 


changing hands and business is brisk. 
All of which remarks 
include the 


necessity there ia for a change in the 
relation of things. As change in busi- 
ness relations is neceiuary to business, 
so is it necessary in all the relations 
that men sustain to the nation, the 
State, to things and to each other, All 
things end conditions are subject to 
change to make progress. 
Things 


must change to cause progress, ex- 
cepting always fundamental principles, 
chief among which as applied to man 
is truth. 


No principle can become fundamen- 


tal that has not its origin in and foun- 
dation on truth. The principles of 
the United States government are 
founded on truth, and for that cause 
are fundamental in a twofold sense, 
which is represented in a means of 
government and as monuments of 
truth. 
It ia ascertained that the 


principles of our government 
are 


founded on truth when it is known 
that they represent the rights of man. 
It is the only system on the earth that 
is founded on truth, as all others are 
founded upon force and among civ- 
ilized men large armies are required 
to sustain them. 


The United States government has 


no need for a standing army to sus- 
tain or maintain it. The only need 
there is for an army in any form is to 
police the country to keep the lawless 
element in order, and to furnish pro- 
tection against innovation upon its 
principles by those who may seek to 
destroy their effect by removing them, 
which latter class will be and are the 
most dangerous element there is or 
can be to the country; chief among 
whom at this time ia MoKmley and bio 
cabinet and the majority in Congress. 


Danger from 
the elements men- 


tioned is in a violation of fundamental 
principles by removing them, and by 
-the substitution of foreign elements 
that partake of force, snob as imperial- 
ism and kindred methods of govern- 
ment, which have largely been applied 
by the present administration and the 
present Congress. These are changes 
that should lie avoided by every means 
within the control of a free people. 
The principle of troth included in our 
government sustains the relation that 
the sun sustains to the planets that 
revolve around it. It sustains and 
directs the body of the States subject 
to its all controlling power within 
their sphere in true relation and har- 
mony, while the people within the 
States are protected in their rights aud 
liberty, whose action is free and inter- 
ohangable for the development and 
upbuilding of the States, when under 
favorable conditions, as the forces of 
nature are free and interohangable 
within the planets for their develop- 
ment and upbuilding, according to 
the original plan of the great law- 
giver. 


In nature there are forces in oppo- 


sition one to the other. When any 
force becomes controllng, develop- 
ment by a force oontroled is retarded 
er suppressed for a time. When a 
suppresied force has acquired power 
sufficient to overcome the oppression, 
there ia npon 
it the bands 
are 


broken and there ie a change in re- 
lation. Freedom to the oppressed 
force is a result of the change and 
development goes forward. 


It is wonderful how the conditions 


there are upon mun are represented in 
nature. There ia a duplicate ia nature 
for each condition there ia npon him, 
which truth is ascertained when the 
causes and effects of the first great 
cause are examined. 
Sufficient has 


been taken from the lessons given in 
nature for the present. 


Respecting the condition of the peo- 


ple of Nevada who have been for so 
many years subject to a force that has 
oppressed and continues to oppress 
them. Something should be done to 
bring relief. Action should be taken 
to remove it. When there is taken 


into consideration a removal of the 
oppression there is nponjiie people, a 
question is presented npon the ability 
of the people to remove the force that 
is oppressive. 
There is no question 


about their ability to remore the op- 
pression. When the force is examined 
it (9 ascertained that they have the 
ability to re^ovs it, but there is re- 
maining an additional question which 
is: Will they use their ability to re- 
move the oppression there Is upon 
them, which has bound them to the 
suppression of their development in 
wealth and natural means for their 
advancement. 


The bands that bind must be broken 


before freedom of action for the de- 
velopment and up building of the 
State and its material interest* in 
wealth and moral standing before the 
world 
can 
be 
advanced. 
Rotten 


borough methods mast be abandoned, 
and the men who use them till they 
have given evidence that they are 
willing to take the relation of builders 
to the State. 


Independent action by the people, 


and active participation in its political 
affairs will be reqn ired by those who 
are not members of the political aris- 
tocracy there is in the State, whose 
ways have been and are largely the 
cause of present conditions in mater- 
ial development and wealth in the 
State. 


Tbe power of the people ia equal to 


the removol of the binding and op- 
pressive conditions 
there are upon 


them. All that is required to remove 
these conditions is the lifting of a
